THE TKEE IS KNOWN BY ITS 

Some two years since wo could nothnve 
written bo cheering and encouraging an 
aooount of the Province as we can at tho 
presant moment. The condition of the 
country then was widely different from 
what it is now.

Messrs. John Eldor & Co., of Govan, 
Glasgow, have concluded a contract with 
tho Guion lino for the construction of a 
llarge steamer to ply between New York 
and Liverpool. v-She will be tho largest 
afloat oxcopt tho Great Eaatorn. She will 
be from 5.000 to 0,000 tons, and from 500 
to GOO feot long. Messrs. Elder will fit 
the now steamer with powerful ongiues. 
This is the first contract they havo ' got 
from the Guion lino, whoso ships havo 
previously been built at Jarrow by Messrs. 
Palmer. 

Tho long-oontinuod doprossion in the 
iron and coal industries is remarkable. 
Tho result of tho staguatiouis manifest in 
South Staffordshire. Tho last yoar'a re- 
pert of John Bagnall & Son's Iron and 
Coal Co., Limited, shoved a loss of noarly 
£15,000, and the report just issued showed 
a loss on tho year of over £13,000. Tho 
production of tho works has only been 
one-third its capacity. The company's 
collieries continue to suffor from short 
hours and extra cost occasioned by legis 
lativo restrictions.

Do 8wottr« before the Royal Cammlulon 
on Saturday, the 13lli lnxt., Uiat Ike la 
a British Subject, and on Tuesday, the 
lUth iuat., U admitted to CltiaeBalilp ut 
NewWeatmlnsterU 

On Saturday, tho 13th inst., Charles 
Gallagher, late member for Kootonay, ap- 
peared before the Royal Commission ap- 
pointed to.inqniro into a oertain ehargo 
brought by him against tho Hon. Mr. El- 
liott. 

He was plnoed in the witness-box and 
having givoh his evidence-in-chief was 
subjeoted to cross-examination by M». 
MsCroight, counsel for tho Premier. In 
the course of that examination the follow- 
ing quostion and answer ooaurred: 
- -Mr; McCreight (addressing tho wit- 
ness) — Are you a British subjoot? 

Witness— I am. 

Tho answor was considered conclusive, 
and there tho matter dropped. 

Threo days afterwards — on Tuesday tho 
16th inst. — a County Court was hold at 
New Wostminstor. Before that Court on 
that duy seven foreigners, residonts of 
Kootonay, were admitted to citizenship. 
Amongst tho seven was Mr. Charles Gal- 
lagher, who three days boforo at Victoria 
had sworn that he was a British subjoet! 

Mr. Gallagher was olectod to represent 
Kootonay district in 1875. Ho has thoro- 
foro sab and voted through threo sessions 
illegally. 

When he subscribed to tho oath of qual- 
ification ho was not a British subject. 
Every vote he cast in the Houso was illo- 
gal. His oath beforo the Royal Commis- 
sion was not in accordance with faot ! 
How much crodonce can now be plaeed on 
any part of his ovidanae given before that 
body ? 

Mr. Gallagher cr his frionds will 
scarcely claim that ho was ignorant of his 
position; for tho following faot is not 
consistent with that plea: 

Since Mr. Gallagher's arrival here a 
County Court has sat five times at Vic- 
toria. His naturalization papers reachad 
this city some weoks ago. Ho made no 
effort to filo thorn here; but tho papers 
woro sent on to New Westminster from 
Victoria and 'fdcd there! A desire to avoid 
notoriety is manifest in that proceeding, 

Comment on this extraordinary disclo- 
sure is scarcely nocessnry to-day. It is 
hinted that mombors on tho Opposition 
side of tho Houao have been in possession 
of the fact that Mr. Gallagher is an Amo- 
rioan citizen for two or throe years past, 
and that thoy have used it as a lovar to 
iutluonco his votes in the Houso. This 
may bo true or false. It is impossible as 
yet to say with cortainty; but all the cir- 
cumntauoos eounected with this remark- 
able case impart to it a most suspicious 
aspect, and we ask the few who have beea 
so eager to convict Mr. Elliott on Mr. 
♦Jallagher's badly told story to explain 
them away— if thoy can.
